Must these bar- 
riers of organization be suffered to check 
the transit of human charity, of human 
sympathy, andi the common human un- 
derstanding. The present tendency un- 
questionably Is, to set'upon the wall the 
glaring placard: 
'No one admitted ex- 
cept on business.' 
"Behind the wall everyone attends to 
his own interests and developes his own 
way of working. From without come no 
appreciative attention, and no observa- 
tion that can take Into account the real 
motive andi spirit 'of what is going- on. 
It is a poor way to test the warmth and 
cheer of a neighbor's fireside like smell- 
ing the smoke that excludes from his 
chimney. 
You cannot Judge of other 
people's work who are separated from 
you by the barrier of diverse occupation 
and station, until at least you recognize 
that they are human beings. 
Once you 
have come into touch with, them as 
bearers of the human faith with love and 
hopes and dreads, with joys and burdens 
of sorrow, with temptations and kindly 
impulses, all like you own, more or less, 
just Because they are human, then has 
really begun the genuine Opportunity of 
knowing their taste. Tables of statistics, 
bulletins of grivances, list of wages will 
not da it. 


"How 
few of those who criticise man- 
agers of some great corporation like a 
railroad, ever know of the solicitudes 
Fuch men have In meeting the demands 
of the traveling public, giving security 
and. punctuality to the movements of 
trams when a missing bolt may disturb

This is the day set apart, throughout the United States, for the 


annual demonstration of Union Labor. In all of the large cities 
of the nation the workingman, in the pride of honest toil, parades 
the streets, listens in hall and park to the orators that relate his 
achievements and pay tribute to his ever-increasing importance as 
a factor in the body politic, and, with his family, spends the re- 
mainder of the day in joyous but orderly celebration. He lays 
aside, for ihe time, all thought of care, keeping before him only 
the fact that he is a free-born American citizen, who by organiza- 
tion and the resulting protection of his just rights, has earned for 
himself the applause and respect of the community at large. 


Organized Labor today is to be specially congratulated. The 


serried ranks of the parade in every city give evidence of its flour- 
ishing condition. The past year has been remarkable for the 
absence of serious differences between employer and employee. 
The \vorkingman has prospered as a whole and as an individual. 
He has been able to amply provide for his material needs, and for 
many wants as well. His children are receiving the benefits of 
education, and, in a majority of cases, he is being enabled to make 
provision for future independence. By vigilance he has secured 
recognition of his just demands—by his respect of the just interests 
of his employer he has merited the sympathy of the public. 


Chiefly to its own efforts must the success of Organized Labor 


be attributed. 
In a measure, however, the workingman has in- 


sured the continuance of his prosperity by the support of a National 
Administration which in return keeps him supplied with a full din- 
ner pail. 


Anglo-Japanese Domination 
of Asia. 


One of the most important results of the war in the Far East 


is the alliance which has just been formed between Japan and 
Great Britain, whereby those two nations have practically leagued 
themselves for the domination of Asia. By the terms of the treaty 
the contracting powers have mutually agreed to preserve the pres- 
ent Asiatic status, and each binds itself to defend the other in the 
event that its interests shall be attacked by any nation, or coalition 
of powers. 


This unification of interests will have for effect the minimizing 


of the danger of a renewal of the conflict between Russia and Japan, 
thus making permanent the advantages gained by the latter and 
ratified by the Treaty of Portsmouth. It was not to be believed 
that Russia would fail to seize the first opportunity to offset the 
loss of Manchuria by the acquisition of other territory. 
Such a 


step is now made practically impossible by the defensive agree- 
ment which pledges Great Britain to prevent Russian attack upon 
Japan. 


Subservient to the end sought to be gained by the new alliance 


is the program recently adopted by Great Britain in India, where 
an entire re-organization of the army is to be effected along lines 
indicated by Lord Kitchener. The chief object is to fortify the 
northwestern frontier against Russian invasion by way of Afghanis- 
tan. 
The latter state has hitherto acted as a buffer, but the Ameer 


being now suspected of pro-Russian sentiments,

to the cause for which the organization 
is working. 


The flght will be made 
particularly 


strong in Massachusetts, where the blue 
laws have for several years been a source 
of annoyance to those interested In the 
trotting horse 
and the annual harness 


meetings at Readville. It is expected that 
New York State will be taken Into the 
organization with a hope that the present 
law under which the great tracks of tho 
metropolis are operating can be 
made 


broad 
enough to 
permit the

Club's exercising an open, control of the 
betting ring. It Is certain that the agita- 
tion will center in the Western States 
particularly Ohio, Illinois, and 
Indiana,
